Public 
Library 


How Attitude 
Toward Fiction 
May be Fixed 


By H. H. BOND, Cambridge. Mese. 


H E attitude of public libraries toward fiction must be deter­ 
mined bv tlie purpose for w hich they have been established and 
maintained. 
This purpose, as recorded in their deeds of gift, 
in the charters under whose authority they act, and in the 
published reports of their trustees, is public education. 
The 
charter of a typical Massachusetts library gives as the purpose 
of its incorporation, ‘‘the diffusion of k nowledge and promo­ 
tion of intellectual improvement.” 
Trustees uniformly base 
appeals for public support upon the educational value of their 
libraries. 
The promotion of education was uppermost in the mind of the man 
who inaugurated the movement for the general establishment of public 
libraries in Massachusetts, and formed the hasis of his appeal for state 
encouragement. 
In 1839 Horace M ann devoted the annual report of the 
board of education to this question. 
H e showed that there were only fifteen 
free town libraries in Massachusetts, and that few book s in them were of 
educational value. 
He deprecated the evils of excessive novel reading, and 
insisted upon school libraries which should “cultivate the germs of intelli­ 
gence, benevolence and truth.” 
Through his influence the general court passed a series of statutes 
which culminated in the act of 1851, granting to every city and town of 
the commonwealth authority to establish and m aintain a public library in 


the interest of public education. 
W hat the state understands by public education appears in the pre­ 
ambles and statutes of Massachusetts relating thereto. 
T he first such stat­ 
ute, May, 1G42, declared that “Forasm uch as the good education of chil­ 
dren is of singular behoof to any commonwealth, the selectmen of every 
town shall see t h| t children are taught perfectly to read the English 
tongue.” 
Before 1780 the views of Massachusetts had so expanded that the fol­ 
lowing article was inserted in the state constitution: “ Wisdom and k nowl- 
cdge, as well as virtue, diffused generally among the body of the people, 
being necessary for the preservation of their rights and liberties, . . . it 
shall be the duty of legislatures and magistrates in all future periods of 
this commonwealth to cherish the interests of literature and the sciences, 
. . . to encourage private and public institutions . . 
tion of agriculture, arts, sciences, trades, manufactures 
and a natural history of the country; to countenance 
and inculcate the principles of hum anity and general 
benevolence, charity, industry and frugality; honesty 
and punctuality; sincerity, good humor, and all social 
affections, and generous sentiments among the people.” 
So long, therefore,,as this conception of the scope 
of public education prevails, and so long as the promo­ 
tion of such education is recognized as their legitimate 
purpose, the ideal attitude of pur public libraries 
toward all fiction which tends to accomplish this great 
design m ust be one of friendliness and welcome.

So tha t we are more or less interested and investors in big busi­ 
ness, corporations or trusts, directly or indirectly, to the amount of our 


<wvings and deposits, be it more or less. 
If our savings are small we are interested in big business indirectly 


through the bank s where we deposit. 
I f we are of large means we buy the stock s and bonds of the big cor­ 
porations outright. 
So that we are all in the samo boat and there is no 


question of morals involved.

Census Report Shows 19 10 Death Rate 
Lowest on Record. 


Washington, Jan. 27.—In mortality 
bulletin 190 for 1910 the census bu­ 
reau reports that in the death regis­ 
tration area the total number of deaths 
from tuberculosis (all forms) was 8 6,- 
309 , or 4,474 more than in 1909. 
The 
numerical increase was due apparent­ 
ly to the increase in the area covered 
by the returns, since tlie death rate, 
iG0.3 per 100,000 population for 19 i0, 
was slightly less than that of 160.8 
for 1909, and likewise less than that 
f(>r any preceding year of registration.

The explorer, Erland Nordenskiold, 
in the course of an ethnographic and 
archaeological exploration of Bolivia,* 
in 1908 and 1909, found districts in­ 
habited by Indians who are still liv­ 
ing in the age of w« od and stone. Be­ 
cause of the scarcity of stone in the 
Chaoc region, the natives of the banks, 
of the Pilcomayo river do not possess; 
even stone implements, but employ 
bone and hard wood as the material 
of knives, saws, awls, needles, and 
spades. 
The virgin and unexplored 
forests of the province of Sara are 
the home of entirely wild and uncivi­ 
lized Indians, caller 
Siriones. 
who* 
have no 
friendly 
intercourse 
with; 
their white neighbors, 
it is not everu, 
known whether they form a single 
tribe or a number of tribes. 
This 
part of Bolivia presents the extraor­ 
dinary phenomenon of natives still 
living in the stone age within a few 
miles of places which have been in­ 
habited by white men during severaL 
centuries. Nordenskiold obtained vari­ 
ous implements which had been cap­ 
tured in primitive expeditions direct­ 
ed by the whites against tbe maraud­ 
ing Siriones, but he was not able to 
come into contact with these interest­ 
ing aborigines.
